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The Airports 


At Edmonton and other western centres, 
airports were established in pre-war times 
as municipal undertakings. The war drasti-

This is the basis for the action taken by 
representatives of the western cities who 
met in Regina last week.

ternational. The cities, they said, could not | 


afford to undertake this duty. 

There is no reason why they should be 
expected to do so. They do not provide ter- 
minals for railways or bus lines—nor in the 
cases of Vancouver and Victoria, for ships. 
Air transport of inter-provincial, or still 

, longer range character, should be controlled 
and financed by the Dominion. It could not 
be handled efficiently in any other way. 


The Cheque From Moscow 


Russia sent along its dues to the UNO, 
thus seeming to say with dollars that it has 
no intention of bolting the organization. 
While there has been no reason to suppose 
Moscow planned to quit, Gromyko’s walking 
out act hinted the possibility. In terms of 
wartime finance $1,723,000 is not much 
money, but that was all that was asked for, 
and it needn't have been paid at once, nor in 
full. 

Stalin evidently thought it advisable to 
allay any suspicion that he meant to break 
away, and has backed up his recently ex- 
pressed view of the usefulness of the organ- 
ization by promptly remitting the cash, It 
will be accepted as a token of good intent, as 
well as a prompt supply of expense money. 

Far more welcome to the other members, 
however, would be assurance that Russia is 
staying in to co-operate with them in making 
the Security Council function. On that sub- 
ject the remittance has no significance. A 
frank statement of Moscow’s actions and 
aims in Iran is what the situation calls for, 
no less urgently than before it sent along the 
cheque for its dues in the parent organiz- 
ation. 


Home Supplies or None? 


Coal supplies in Canada are said to be 
good, and industries in the Dominion not 
likely to be affected immediately by the 
stoppage of production in the United States. 
But Hon. C. D. Howe says the tie-up there 
must affect Canadian supplies later on. 

That being the case, this is the time to 
make sure that conditions will be right for 
taking more coal out of Canadian mines 
next fall than would otherwise be necessary. 
If mining agreements are due to expire this 
summer or next winter, official pressure 
should be brought to bear on operators and 
miners to negotiate renewal agreements well 
in advance. 

The strike in the United States is general, 
and promises to be long-drawn. Four hun- 
dred thousand men are out, and industry 
across the country is expected to slow down 
almost at once in order to stretch out the 
fuel reserves, No one need wonder what will 
happen to export shipments in these circum- 
stances, They will either be shut off at once 
or peter out as U.S. bins get empty. 

This is a potential menace to industrial 
concerns in central Canada, It is equally an 
opportunity to supply Alberta coal and mari- 
time province coal to those industries on a 
larger scale than ever before. But that op- 
portunity will not be worth what it should 


be to the industries, the mines or the miners | 


unless production is put on a basis of assured 
continuity. Now is the time to tell the central 
provinces that if they shift from U.S, coal to 
Canadian coal they won’t have to worry 
about supplies even if the strike lasts all 
summer—which it may. 


An Election Strike 


The EAM, which includes socialists, com- 
munists and trades unionists, stayed away 


from the polls on Sunday when other Greeks | 


turned out to elect a new parliament. But the 
absentees didn’t sulk in their homes, They 
and other factions fought pitched battles in 
the streets, several persons being killed and 
a good many wounded. It wasn’t lack of in- 
terest that caused the boycott of the polling 
booths. 

The non-voting groups number an esti- 
mated 40 per cent of the population, The 
outcome—whatever it may be when the 
counting is ended and the petitions heard— 
will thus represent the strength and the 
views of the several] elements which make 
up the 60 per cent who did not join the non- 
participators. But only approximately. Not 
all the eligibles voted, That never happens. 

American, British and French officials 
who were given the task of supervising the 
proceedings say the elections seemed to be 
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groups were not disfranchised by law or by 
thuggery, but refused to exercise their right 
because they said the elections should have 
been held at some other time. 

This adds another to the curious ways in 

which democracy has been working in Eu- 
rope and some other parts of the world in 
recent months, Going on strike against the 
ballot box does not seem a very effective 
way for a party to get into power or keep 
the other party out. 
. The world at large has an interest, recog- 
nized or not, in what may be the end result 
of the political confusion in Greece, That is 
the one definitely democratic country in the 
Balkans. The others are going through a 
process of directed evolution which may as 
easily make them totalitarian states as de- 
mocracies. 


“Our Emblem Dear” 


A beautifully colored brochure which has 
come to this desk, sets one wondering how 
much Canadians generally know about the 
maple leaf, and how it came to be their coun- 
try’s national emblem. 

How many, for example, will read with 
surprise that there are in the world seventy 
varieties of maple, of which seventeen are 


are native? Probably it will not strike boy 
scouts and other woodcraftmen with the 
same astonishment as it does the rest of us 
to read of, besides sugar maples, black, red, 


cut-leaf, striped, dwarf, vine, weeping, syca- 
more, Chinese, Norway, Schwedler and 
eagle’s claw maples, all flourishing in Can- 
adian soil. 

The maple leaf was first favored as an 
emblem in Quebec as long ago as the dawn 
of the eighteenth century, and was in fact 
assumed by the St. Jean Baptiste society 
in 1834, 

But it was not until 1860 when, at first 
semi-officially, it became the Canadian na- 
tional emblem. It was at a meeting in Toronto 
to arrange a welcome for the Prince of Wales 
(later Edward VII), at which native sons 
decided to distinguish themselves from the 
immigrants by wearing the maple leaf badge 
which has been the Canadian emblem ever 
since,

Therefore, the eleven members 
of the Security Council actually 
sit as a legislature, creating law by 
their own decisions, as a court, 
judging whether the ambiguous 
purposes and principles of the char- 
ter are fulfilled, and as an execu- 
tive to carry out decisions, which, 
to become effective, must have the 
unanimous concurrence of the five 
great powers. 

Each of the eleven members rep- 
resents a Sovereign state and car- 
ries to the council table the inter- 
ests of that state, which must, of 
necessity, influence his interpreta- 
tion of what constitutes aggression, 
and what is a threat to peace. That 
“establishing conditions under 
which treaties can be maintained,” 
and to “supress acts of agression” 
may be incompatible does not seem 
to have worried the framers of this 
remarkable document which does 
not even clearly pledge its members 


the United States on December 1, 
1943, 

Both treaty and agreement seem | 
clear enough. In the treaty, Brit- 
ain and Russia, jointly and sever- 
ally, undertake to respect the ter- 
ritorial integrity, sovereignty and 
political independence of Iran; it is 
agreed that the presence of Rus- 
sian and British armed forces in 
Iran are. solely for waging war 
within the alliance, do not consti- 
tute a military occupation, and will 
disturb as little as possible the ad- 
ministration and security forces of | 
Iran . .. the normal movements 
of the Iranian population, and the 
application of Iranian laws and 
regulations,” and that the forces 
will be withdrawn not later than 
six months after European hostili- 
ties have stopped—later agreed to 
be March 2, 1946. 

The question is whether this 
treaty is violated or threatened 
with violation. But the judges in- 
clude personally interested per- 
sons sitting on their own case. 

Now, law has an austere authority 
of its own only when the judge 
is the servant of law clearly em- 
bodied in statutes and precedents, 
and sitting above the contenders, 
who appear as prosecutor or de- 
fender with witnesses under oath. 
It can never have moral authority 
when prosecutor and defendant sit, 
themselves, as judges. 

In fact, to my mind, the most 
important thing about the Iranian 
case is that it calls attention to 
serious weakness of the UNO struc- 
ture, from the viewpoint of recrea- 
ting and expanding the rule of law, 
through which it alone can attain 
moral authority, justice, and, hence, 
peace. 

The dynamics of history—very 
well represented by the Russian am- 
bassador—will not be influenced by 
the judgments of the existing UNO 
system. For the pressures are not 
cf law but of power, and the in- 
fluences working on world opinion 
are not impartial evidence, but in- 
terest, prejudice, and propaganda.

AT CHICAGO, an early agree- 
ment on rate-fixing was wiped out 
in the final agreement, Since then 
the international air transport asso- 
ciation (IATA) has been organized, 
and the Bermuda agreement relies 
on IATA’s machinery of rate confer- 
ences. At Chicago, Britain withheld 
its route pattern, but the Bermuda 
agreements describes the routes to 
which each country has made claim. 
The route patterns involved the 
use of bases, some of which were 
built by Americans during the war 
in British territory. The agreement 
provides that American airlines 
will have access and treatment in 
such bases comparable to any other 
user, ' 

The question whether an airline 
uses large or small planes, i.e., 
what gauge of service is provided 
was settled by leaving it to the 
operator's choice. He can fly large 
planes across the Atlantic, for inst- 
ance, and continue in a smaller 
plane to farther points. Frequency 


of service is also a matter to be 
decided in the light of the best 
way to handle traffic. 

From the customer's viewpoint, 
the Bermuda agreement will allow 
relative freedom of choice. He 
can travel with the line he prefers 
on a main route, for reasons of 
comfort, patriotism, safety record, 
etc. But the Bermuda agreement 
left one great obstacle to air travel 
unsolved. Nothing in it suggests 
any progress in reducing the red 
tape of entering and leaving a 
country. Each party to the agree- 
ment promised to respect the cus- 
toms and other regulations of the 
other, with the question of simpli- 
fying procedure left to another day. 

Britain’s disabilities in civil avia- 
tion, of which much was heard at 
Chicago, were taken into account 
at Bermuda, If a U.S. line takes up 
traffic because a British line is not 
ready, Britain will not lose the 
right to take it up when its ser- 
vices can do so, Finally, the Ber- 
muda agreement has 
clause permitting cancellation of 
the rights of any carrier which 
fails to observe the agreement.

of providing for his subsistence. 

The allowances would apply to 
persons whose age prevented them 
from benefiting by social security | 
legislation now in force,

resolution which he said commend- 
ed itself to the support of the house. 


When that point was reached, Cana-

Holzer, a veteran of both Great 
Wars, said on the stand in his own 
defence that he served 33 months 
in jail when, as foreman of a Jew- 
ish prisoners’ camp, he refused to 
take harsh measures against two 
members of the Rothschild banking 
family who subsequently escaped to 
North America.

“IN CANADA after many years 
of struggle and defeat we reached 
the stage where the government in 
power, in order to keep power and 
ain support, brought in an old age 
pension bill to save their own poll- 
tical lives,” declared Mayor Ainlay. 
His worship concluded by tell- 
ing the society their demands were 
too modest and that there should be 
pensions for all if they want it.
